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Gypsy Moth Poanine.__ 





What options do you have if you 
have a gypsy moth infestation? 

First, you can let the problem go. If 
left untreated, the gypsy moth popula- 
tion will build up to a point where the 
caterpillar population gets so high that 
there is too much competition for food. 
This stress can trigger a doormat virus 
in the caterpillar that will cause a pop- 
ulation collapse and you will see a 
greatly reduced gypsy moth population 
for several years until the populations 
reach epidemic proportions again. 
There is a downside to this approach 
hough. 

You’ll have to suffer through sever- 
al heavy years of gypsy moth infesta- 
tion and the resulting defoliation of 
your-trees can sap the tree’s resources. 
Although gypsy moth may not directly 
kill the trees, the 

declining health of the fF 

trees may hinder their 

ability to fight off other = 

parasites and you may loose some 
beautiful trees as a result. 

You’ll have limited use and enjoy- 
ment of your property in the meantime. 
It won’t be much fund holding a barbe- 
cue in your backyard — having to hold 
a paper plate over your food while 
you’re eating tends to ruin your 
appetite. 

Secondly, you can opt for local 
treatment. You can place a paper band 
around your trees and put a sticky sub- 
stance on the paper band. During the 
hottest part of the day, caterpillars will 
crawl down the tree seeking cooler 
areas. When they reach the band, 
theyll get stuck and this will keep 
them from returning to continue feed- 
ing on your leaves. This will require

regular maintenance. You’ll have to 
scrape the caterpillars off periodically 
to prevent them from forming a “cater- 
pillar bridge” and just walking over top 
of each other. Another approach is to 
place burlap bags around the trunk of 
the tree —‘caterpillars will crawl under 
the bags seeking shade from the heat of 
the day. You’ll still have to go out and 
scrape the caterpillars into a coffee can 
of soapy water, bury them or burn them 
in order to destroy them. Yet another 
approach is to scrape as many egg 
masses as you can into soapy water 
before the caterpillars hatch. The soapy 
water will kill the eggs and since each 
egg mass cancontain up to 1,000 eggs, 


this can be quite helpful in controlling 
the gypsy moth problem. 

In a situation where you only have a 
few trees and they are small enough to 
reach from the ground, you can use a 
ground sprayer to protect your trees. 
Several insecticides are approved for 
gypsy moth treatment. The major con- 
cern is safe application. Most insecti- 
cides are “contact agents.” That means 
they have to come in contact with their 
target to be effective. It also means that 
it can be harmful to other non-target 
insects, and possibly harmful to pets 
and people. Special care must also be 


taken when applying these pesticides 
“around surface water.

Finally, you can participate in an 
organized suppression program. Huron 
Township has opted to organize its own 
gypsy moth suppression program. 
Through this program, property own- 
ers who wish to participate can have 
their property sprayed by a licensed 
aerial applicator. The same standards 
used by the Wayne County Gypsy 
Moth Suppression Program for spray- 
ing will be followed. The only differ- 
ence is that this program will be 
planned and controlled directly by 
Huron Township. 

Spraying is highly effective and is 
much more suitable for treating larger 
areas. 

Where areas of infestation occur in 
mature woodlots (trees too tall to spray 
effectively from the ground), aerial 
spraying is most effective. The added 
benefit of this approach is that it allows 
for an organized, professional 
approach throughout the township. 
Additionally, the insecticide being used 
by the township program is Bacillus 
Thuringiensis (Bt) which is an organic 
insecticide. Not a contact agent, Bt is 
spraying in a manner which allows it to 
stick to the leaves and when the cater- 
pillars eat the leaves, they are affected. 
Thus, Bt is not harmful to pets, people, 
wildlife, birds, or fish. This allows it to 
be spraying safely in residential areas 
as well as around surface water without 
the unwanted side effects of contact 
agents. 

To be effective, timing is vitally 
important for aerial spraying. Gypsy 
moth caterpillars go through five molt- 
ing stages (called instars). Ideally, aeri- 
al spraying should take place with 50- 
percent of the caterpillars are in the 
second instar and 50-percent are in the 
third instar. If you spray too early, 
young caterpillars will actually eat 
around the droplets of Bt on the leaves 
If you spray too late, the caterpillars 
will have gained enough body mass 
that their systems can tolerate larger 
amounts of Bt and results will be less 
effective

Q. I understand that 
mortgage interest rates are 
at their lowest in several 
years. Should I refinance my 
mortgage? 

A. Rates are hovering ar- 
ound seven percent for a 30- 
year, fixed-rate mortgage. 
That’s pretty low. Refinancing 
can lower your monthly pay- 
ments, consolidate higher- 
interest debt, free up money to 
invest in other types of assets 
or pay off the loan sooner to 
save you thousands of dollars 
in interest. However, that 
doesn’t mean that everyone 
should automatically _ refi- 
nance. And the decision isn’t 
just whether to refinance, but 
how to refinance. Each home- 
owner should run the numbers 
with the help of their financial 
advisor. 


Q. Doesn’t the rule of 
thumb say you shouldn’t 
bother to refinance unless 
the new interest rate is at 
least two percent below your 
existing loan rate? 

A. Yes, but it may pay to 
refinance even if you only 
save one percent or less on the 
rates. This is especially true 
now with many lenders cutting 
closing costs, and in some 
cases offering no-cost refi- 
nancing. 


Q. Explain the costs to me. 
A .Closing costs can include 


credit checks, appraisals, title 
search, attorney fees, and 
points (each point is one per- 
cent of the amount of the 
loan). Some lenders forgo 
some or all of the closing 
costs, but they will charge a 
higher interest rate. 
Consequently, even though 
one lender’s interest rate might 
be lower than another’s, it’s 
not necessarily a good deal. 
Closing costs and interest rates 
vary from lender to lender, so 
you need to shop around. Also, 
some states charge “mortgage 
taxes” that can add two per- 
cent to the mortgage amount. 

Q. Sounds confusing. How 
do I know whether it’s worth 
refinancing? 

A. It depends on several 
factors. 

« The longer you plan to live 
in your home after you refi- 
nance, the better. That gives

When the Wyandot Indians 
left the Huron River 
Reservation 1842, transferred 
by their Uncle Sam first to 
Sandusky then later to Indian 
Territory, they left behind 
them a few relics that over- 
lapped into the twentieth cen- 
tury. One was a Bag of Gold 
and the Headstone of their last 
Chief, Qua Qua, whose 
Granddaughter later lived in a 
log house on the old Rinnie 
farm which was razed in 1906. 


“My folks found the gold 
about $37,” said Miss Hattie 
Wager, after by came to this 


farm across the road from 
Hattie’s old house in 1855. 
They supposed that the 
Indians, when they got their 
payments from the govern- 
ment, buried some of it for 
safe keeping. However that 
may be. When our people get 
about to clear the land, plant 
the fields, they uncovered that 
money. I have often heard my 
parents speak of Katie Qua 
Qua. She was very old when 
they came here and lived in a 
log house which some white 
pioneer had built. The Indians, 
at least the early ones, were 
not much for building homes 
not even like this. In 1906, 
after a large white family had

up front, the lower the interest 
rates. The longer you plan to 
be in your home, generally the 
better this strategy. 

° The length of the loan. If 
you stretch out your existing 
loan when you refinance, you 
may actually end up paying 
more in total interest even with 
a lower interest rate.

An additional consideration 
for timing of aerial spraying is 
the leaf growth. Aerial spray- 
ing should take place when 
leaves are at approximately 
50-percent of their mature 
growth. [f you spray too early, 
there isn’t enough foliage for 
the Bt to pick to and much of 
the insecticide will end up on 
the ground. If you spray too 
late, the leaves will be too 
large and only the upper por- 
tion of the canopy will get 
treated. 

And, last but not least, 
weather is a factor. You need 
to spray when the wind is at a 
minimum to prevent “drift” 
and to ensure accuracy of 
spraying, You can’t spray in 
the hottest part of the day 
because thermals (warm sur- 
face temperatures causing the 
air to rise) will prevent Bt 
from reaching and penetrating 
the forest canopy before it 
dries out. This will cause the 
droplets to not stick to the 





leaves (if it reaches them at 
all). For these reasons, aerial 
spraying usually takes place 
early in the morning and late 
in the evening when the 
ground is cool and the winds 
are calm. 

All these factors dictate the 
exact time of spraying. In this 
area, generally, spraying will 
take place between mid-May 
to end of May. However, if 
warm weather or cold weather 
prevails, the exact spray dates 
may be moved up or:slid back 
accordingly. 

Being included in the spray 
program. To be included in the 
Huron Township Gypsy Moth 
Spray Program, you must 
complete a form and turn it in 
with your payment. Cost for 
having your property sprayed 
is $19 per acre and the mini- 
mum spray block size is 25 
acres.

your neighbors can combine 
for enough acreage to be 
included in the program. 

I’ve dealt with some prop- 
erty owners who have five 
acres or less but will be willing 
to pay the full cost just to get 
their property sprayed. In a sit- 
uation like that, two options 
are available: 1) We can con- 
tact adjacent property owners 
and obtain their permission to 
spray an additional buffer zone 
around your property — if 
you’re paying for 25 acres, 
you should get your money’s 
worth; or, 2) If adjacent prop- 
erty owners are unwilling to 
allow their property to be 
sprayed — and under Federal 
law they have that right — then 
close coordination will be 
made with aerial spraying to 
ensure that your property is 
more thoroughly — sprayed. 
Generally, that’s not a problem 
with an aerial sprayer — they 
take great pride in doing their 
job well, too. 

The key is to complete the
